Spall at sea 

Safely back on dry land, Shane Spall tells Jessica Cargill Thompson of her and 
actor husband Timothy's epic maritime adventures aboard a Dutch barge 


h isn’t usually Living South’s policy to 
make our interview subjects cry, but 
Shane Spall is staring hard out to 
the window of the Palmerston 
on Lordship Lane, blinking 
back the tears. 

We are talking about 
the voyage she’s just made 
around Britain in a custom- 
built Dutch barge with her 
husband, actor Timothy 
Spall, but an innocent 
question about some of the 
places they sailed past having 
a special resonance brings back 
emotional memories, of 
both her honeymoon in 
Brighton and a departed 
friend. 

Anyone who has read 
Shane’s book recounting 
her and Tim’s adventures 
- The Voyages of the 
Princess Matilda - or 
seen their recent BBC 
TV programme Timothy 
Spall: All At Sea , will 
know that she’s been 
through more than her 
fair share of turbulence. 

Not just the merciless 
seas around Cornwall and eastern Scotland, but the 
dark days of the mid 90s when Tim nearly died from 
acute leukaemia, revisited in candid diary entries from 
the depths of despair woven through the book. 

So, two voyages, two battles, two journals, and one 
over-arcing love story. And very few punches pulled. 
Shane admits it was several years before she could 
bear to read her notes again. “I started my journal 
because at the time I was writing my dissertation 
(on 20th century writer and administrator Dame Edith 
Lyttelton) and had my laptop with me. I just found 
myself writing down what was happening to me. 

It was a cathartic thing. It was one way of keeping 
myself anchored.” 

Even so, at one point things did get so bad she 


stopped writing for two weeks: “I just 
painted my nails for a fortnight.” 
Beating leukaemia was the 
catalyst for buying their first 
boat, which eventually led 
to them commissioning 
The Princess Matilda, 
named after their first 
grandchild, and to this 
epic voyage, carried 
out in leisurely stages 
each summer since 2005, 
slotted between Tim’s filming 
commitments. 

Shane’s account follows them 
from finally leaving 
the river Medway, 
immediately getting 
marooned on a 
covered causeway off 
the Isle of Sheppey, 
reliving memories of 
places they pass, riding 
gales, an unexpected 
sighting of dolphins, 
and the sense of relief 
and achievement 
on finally making 
it to Wales. 

A second book 
completing the story 
round Scotland and back to London is currently 
being penned. 

While descriptions of life aboard the boat maintain 
a sense of humour, it sounds like it was far from plain 
sailing: “At times I thought, ‘Why the hell are we doing 
this? We could take up other hobbies.’ But I think 
we are quite dogged people and once we began it 
became kind of addictive.” 

Looking back, did she enjoy the experience? “It’s a 
bit like having a baby: you forget the pain as soon as 
you’ve got this newborn child in your arms, and once 
you’re in a safe port you forget how unpleasant and 
dangerous it can be out at sea.” 

“Tim and I both understood we had done 
something really stupid,” says Shane. “We had

sea. We had no radio, compass, life raft or flares. In 
other words, we were a couple of idiots.” 

While Tim got on with his self-taught skippering, 
Shane indulged her fascination with people and 
places, researching local history, writing her blog 
spallsatsea.com (she’s a compulsive communicator) 
and amassing a motley collection of new friends, from 
fish smokers to lifeboat crews, all of whom she keeps 
in touch with via Twitter (@pastafa) and Facebook. 

“We set out on a voyage of discovery about our 
own country,” she says. “We live in a fantastic country 
and I love the seaside towns. Because Tim’s a south 
Londoner, his family holidays were to Margate and 
Ramsgate. It’s wonderful seeing those huge big Thanet 
skies from the sea - the way Turner painted them.” 


‘Everywhere looks completely different when you 
arrive by sea. A lot of people are really familiar with 
the drive down to the coast, but seeing Beachy Head 
or Brighton with the South Downs rising up behind, is 
something not a lot of people get to see. 

They arrived back ‘home’ last August. How did it 
feel? “Coming up the Thames it was very emotional. 
Both Tim and I cried.” 

How does she feel about their achievement now? 

‘I feel really proud of Tim. He does the navigating, he 
does the charts, he does the tides - and all of it he’s 
taught himself. He puts an awful lot of planning into 
every time we go out to sea. Originally we were 
a couple of buffoons who didn’t know anything. 

I’m a crew member. I get my hands dirty. But I don’t 
have any interest in looking at charts. It’s double

Dutch to me. That’s why I keep my AA Road Atlas 
handy so I can see where we’re going.’ 

So even though she grew up in the Midlands, does 
she see herself as a south Londoner now? “We’ve lived 
here all our married life [in East Dulwich then Honor 
Oak]. It has a totally different character to north 
London. As soon as you cross the river, it’s a foreign 
country as far as I’m concerned.” 

Indeed she and Tim have become ‘local treasures’, 
often seen enjoying a glass of bubbly in The 
Palmerston or a curry at Tandoori Nights. And of 
course their warmth and openness means they are 
friends with everyone. When her children were young, 
Shane campaigned against the encroachment of 
Camberwell New Cemetery onto the local playground; 
now her eldest daughter Pascale (mother of Matilda) 
has opened a craft shop, Stag & Bow, in Forest Hill. 

Do they have further maritime adventures planned? 
“Not this year. Maybe we’ll just sail across to France. 
It’s only 22 miles.” But she is now firmly wedded to 
the water. “We head down the A299 to where Princess 
Matilda’s moored every spare moment that we have. 
Water’s a wonderfully healing thing to be near. 

One of our favourite things is to lie in bed at night 
and just listen to that ‘slip, slop, slip’ of water going 
under the bow, and listen to the tide trickle in and out. 
I miss that. 

“We also have another granddaughter now, [from 
their son, actor Rafe Spall], so we’ve been talking 
about what to call our second boat. Not that we’d 
sell Princes Matilda. I really believe that even though 
she’s made of metal, she’s got a heart. She’s been 
through some really, really mighty seas and taken 
a huge battering. And she’s seen us back to London 
safe and sound.” }

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Wicked inside

*usical theatre aficionado Kerry Ellis has the 
essence of the West End coursing through 
her veins. Her earliest memory? Standing 
on stage in Suffolk at the age of three, dressed as 
a rainbow, singing her heart out in a pantomime. 
From the moment her father took her to see Les 
Miserables , her mind was made up: “I remember 
it so vividly. I always knew what my path was going 
to be.” Fast forward a decade and you’ll find Ellis 
centre stage of the Les Miserables revolution. 

As we sit down for our interview, Ellis is getting 
ready to being prepped and primed for our 
exclusive London Lifestyle Awards photo shoot at 
the Royal Albert Hall. Even after she wipes away 
her make-up, Ellis is simply beautiful. And it seems 
there’s not a prima donna bone in her body. For the 
shoot, she has brought an army of her own ad hoc 


shoe collection, and fawns over every new item 
like a 10-year-old girl in Topshop. 

With long blonde hair that falls to her waist, and 
clear ghostly pale skin, you’d never guess that she 
spent much of her career playing a wart-nosed, 
beguiling witch. “I was the first blonde ever to play 
Elphaba in Wicked ,'’ she explains, “they had to 
spray my hair black every night.” 

At just 16, Ellis joined the Lane Theatre of Arts 
in Surrey, and landed her first ‘serious’ role as 
Martine McCutcheon’s understudy in My Fair Lady 
at just 21. She captured the estuary Eliza Doolittle 
to perfection, so much so that she wowed one well 
known audience member into offering her a lead 
role. “Brian May saw me and asked me to audition 
for We Will Rock You. He is such as sweet guy, 
he has become a real mentor to me.” 
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The rock legend went on to cast her as a new 
character, ‘Meat,’ but he couldn’t hold her for 
long. Ellis soon landed what was to be her seminal 
stage performance in Wicked. The Wizard of Oz 
reimagining become a tour de force that nobody 
could have anticipated, whisking her away to 
Broadway where she turned the Empire State 
Building green. “Wicked was a pretty big goal for me,” 
she says on the role that saw her win an award for 
Best Breakthrough Actress from Broadway.com. I ask 
if she could choose between London’s West End and 
the bright lights of Broadway, but she simply could 
not decide. 

In the past 10 years, Ellis has worn more hats than 
the pointed witches’ cap that is now synonymous 
with the West End. She has acted as a TV mentor for 
Dorothy hopefuls in BBC One’s Over the Rainbow , 
and has even starred in a one woman show. Is Ellis 
angling to be the British Barbra Streisand? “It’s nice to 
be doing a bit of everything, but there’s so much I still 
want to do!” As she waves me off, the star’s attention 
is drawn to a new batch of clothes from her stylist 
- all black. “I am obsessed with wearing dark black, 

I just love it.” You can take Ellis out of Wicked , but 
you can’t take the Elphaba out of her. }

Jason Gale on theatreland... 

One of my passions is theatre. You can give 
me every type: vaudeville, drama, musicals, magic 
and acrobatics. My first experience was a serious 
affair, though, the classic Great Expectations. As 
a young boy from Hull I sat spellbound fascinated 
by the naive Pip and the run around he was given. 

I loved the idea of acting - rarely in life does 
something allow you that feeling of freedom 
to become an entirely different person. Early 
performances as Eugene in my school production 
of Grease quickly showed me and everyone else 
that if I were to at least attempt being a success 
then I should stay as far away from treading the 
boards as possible. 

This early deep seated admiration for those 
who can transform and make me believe in their 
characters has lead me through many theatre 
doors. London theatre is lucky enough to have 
an abundance of talent; it is one of our greatest 
assets and to hear we may not be firing on all 
cylinders is devastating. The fact is many of the 
shows that rely on overseas tourists, school 
breaks and ‘staycation’ visitors may close during 
the Olympics period. ‘Sir Theatre’ Andrew Lloyd 
Webber has publicly fired the warning shots that 
this is a real possibility. 

I have learnt that 40 per cent of our theatre 
revenue during the summer months comes from 
international tourism and that this is generated 
through mass coverage in holiday brochures. In 
2011 the brochures of tour operators targeted only 
the Olympics visitor omitting the theatre market. 
Not that the two are exclusive, but as a sports fan 
myself it may prove hard to leave the rush of the 
Games to try and add the rush from theatre. 

I feel, however, there are some exciting 
opportunities here. Surely more London residents 
will have the chance to get to the shows that the 
tourists usually cram into. A golden opportunity 
to become an ambassador for the performances, 
tweet, rave about and blog. People visiting London 
do their homework, get word of mouth advice, 
Google reviews and often rely on being told what 
show they should see. It’s time London residents 
take back theatreland during the Olympics and 
support our Arts. The Mayor is encouraging us 
to go for a drink or a meal after work during the 
Olympics to stagger the build up of traffic, so 
look at the best deals for your budget and get on 
board. Throw some world class theatre into your 
social mix, especially if you’ve never experienced 
it. Take advantage of London in what will be a 
spectacular show, not only of our diverse theatre, 
but of our mixed culture.

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A novel home 

Author Victoria Mosley shows Victoria Purcell around her charming 
Sydenham cottage before she ups sticks and moves to Whitstable

t’s really quiet here, it’s like having a 
country cottage 30 minutes from Oxford 
Circus,” says poet and author Victoria 
Mosley as she shows me around her 
Tardis-like terrace in Sydenham Hill. 

The interior, all pared-down, stripped 
back wooden floors and furnishings, is 
simple and comfortable, with touches 
of modernity and plenty of well- 
placed knick knacks and memorabilia 
that intrigue. Wonderfully large sash 
windows, sporting views over Sydenham 
Wells Park, coax in floods of natural light. 

“I take everything back to the bare 
elements,” says Victoria. “I source 
reclaimed wood and just build things. 

The bedroom cupboards I built myself, 
the shelves downstairs and in the 
bathroom are all solid maple, and I relaid 
the floors with oak, everywhere except 
the kitchen, which is maple.” 

Warmth, colour and character seep 
through the house in the form of exotic 
pieces that have moved across the globe 
with her - a hall cabinet from France, an 
elaborately carved bed head from China, 
seashells picked up on beaches from 


Bali to Barbados, colourful kites and 
wooden carvings adorn the walls, and 
there are stacks of photographs taken 
by her ex-husband. It is a place that 
surely holds many-a tale to be told. 

Prior to moving here six years ago, 
Victoria lived in East Dulwich. I ask her 
what drew her to Sydenham: “With the 
East London Line it’s so easy to get into 
town, and it’s easy to get out to Kent; 
you’re 20 minutes from the M2, the M20 
the M25... it’s got really good transport 
links. Plus the neighbours are nice, it’s 
pretty and there are some really nice 
houses here.” 

Really nice houses like Victoria’s, which 
she recently put up for sale to move out to 
Kent. One wonders, after devoting much of 
her recent time to researching and writing 
her next novel, The House on Sydenham Hill 
- when she discovered that her property was 
built in 1861, and that people used to come 
to Sydenham Wells Park to drink the healing 
spring waters - how she could bear to leave? 
“I’ve moved around a lot. I grew up in Hong 
Kong and Singapore and my parents had a 
house in France, too. I’ve been in London for 
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14 years now. I brought the children to live in south 
east London to be near their father and, of course the 
excellent schools in the area. But I always lived by the 
sea before that.” 

I ask to hear more about Sydenham’s past, and 
Victoria delves into a knowledgeable dialogue about 
the building of the Crystal Palace in 1854, which 
saw the area soar in popularity and artists like Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti and Camille Pissarro flock to the area. 

“It was like Hampstead is now; very rich,” says 
Victoria. “A lot of people from the East India Tea 
Company and German industrialists bought houses 
here because it’s high up, so they didn’t get the smog.” 

The House on Sydenham Hill is centred around 
one such grand home in the late 1800s, occupied by 
a beautiful young photographer called Nellie. Fast 
forward to 1994 and a 40-something journalist, who 
buys the house for his family, meets a woman while 
out walking in the woods one day and falls in love 
with her. As the story unfolds, it transpires the years 
have muddled and he’s fallen in love with Nellie... 

Victoria’s current novel, Moonfisher , released last 
summer, is also set across spilt time zones, and sees 
the rural, war-torn France of 1943 collide with present 
day East End London. And her homes seem to have 
provided much of the inspiration for her novels - a 
previous farmhouse in France appears in Moonfisher ,

and both her current postcode and next move 
- Whitstable, where she keeps a horse - feature in 
The House on Sydenham Hill. One can only wonder 
what stories Victoria’s future moves will lead to? } 

Moonfisher, £12, is out now. The House on 
Sydenham Hill will be published in 2013.

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Sow the seeds of beautiful cottage favourites such as love-in-a-mist 
and English marigolds and watch a riot of colour unfold 


ast month I extolled the virtues of 
making your own plants for free 
by dividing the perennials already 
growing in your garden. It’s an easy 
and rewarding way to increase the 
numbers of your favourite plants, and 
if you swap plants with neighbours 
and friends, it’s also a great way to 
diversify the range of plants you grow. 

This month’s frugally foolproof 
way of maximising the colour in 
your garden does involve modest 
expenditure, but requires even less 
effort, and is one of life’s simple 
pleasures; growing from seed. 

I’m not talking about the kind of 
seed sowing that requires propagators 
or greenhouses. Far simpler than that 
is the wide range of seeds that can be 
sown directly into the soil (and which 
are conveniently known as direct-sown 
annuals). These include the beautiful 
cottage garden favourites love-in-a- 
mist and English marigold; vibrant, 
drought-tolerant Californian poppy; 


The great thing about 
these plants is that 
they provide a lot of 
colour for little outlay 


and cornfield annuals like cornflower 
and corncockle. There are direct-sown 
annuals for shade too, such as the dark 
foliaged relative of the cow parsley, 
Anthriscus sylvestris ‘Ravenswing’, and 
Ammi majus, which has lovely, lacy 
white blooms. Even salad crops can 
be sown direct; cut-and-come-again 
lettuce, rocket, mizuno - all look good 
mixed with other plants. 

The great thing about all of these 
plants is that they provide a lot of 
colour for little outlay, and even if one 
sowing fails it’s easy and cheap to do 
another. So here’s the practical bit... 
The seeds need to be fresh (ie bought

this year) and the soil should be 
prepared by lightly digging with a fork 
or hand fork and then raking to a fine, 
even finish. One of the great joys of 
direct sowing is that you can sow seed 
in and around other plants to fill gaps, 
and as there is usually less room to dig 
and rake in such a situation, I usually 
put a decent handful of fresh compost 
(New Horizon or a similar peat-free 
compost) onto the surface of the 
soil and sow into that. After sowing, 
keep the soil moist by watering 
(use a watering can with a sprinkler 
attachment) - and then wait. 

Germination should take place in 
three-to-four weeks, at which point you 
can thin the seedlings out (the seed 
packet will be full of useful tips, so 
keep a hold of it). If you make two 
or three sowings between now and 
mid-to-late May, you’ll have a succession 
of flower until late summer. }

tantalising tale 

Tracking the journey of the cocoa bean 
to some of London's finest chocolatiers 


I 71 /hen it comes to chocolate, 

I / 1 1 my tastes are resolutely base. 
f V I’m a cocoa bean philistine, 
unworthy of the chocolatier’s art. 

That’s not to say I don’t appreciate 
the skill, dedication and sheer hard 
work involved in the creation of a 
serious piece of chocolate. It’s an epic 
tale, spanning countries, continents 
and countless finely honed palates. 
There’s the precise tropical area in 
which the beans grow, the Cocoa 
Belt, between 10 and 20 degrees 
north or south of The Equator. Ghana 
and Nigeria, Ecuador and Brazil, 
Malaysia and Mexico, Grenada, Cuba 
and Cameroon all farm the bean. 

Each region, each terroir, has its own 
distinct character, dependent on soil, 
rainfall, sunshine and temperature. 

Choice of bean is crucial; Central 
and South American Criollo, delicate, 
rich and complex; or high yielding 
but rather one noted Forastero, much 
cultivated in Africa and a bean that 
makes up 80 per cent of world cacao 
production; aromatic Trinitario, a cross 
between Criollo and Forastero, gives 
great yield and delivers wonderful 
aroma too. Or delicate Nacional, a 
South American favourite. 

Once the right bean, from the 
preferred area and country has been 
chosen, it’s time to transform fibrous 
pod into melt in the mouth delight. 

The beans are fermented for up to 
a week. The longer they sit in their 
baskets or wooden crates, the more 
pronounced the aroma becomes. 


The creation of a 
serious piece of

This produces that first whisper of the 
chocolate taste we all crave. After sun 
drying, polishing and roasting, the 
shells are ‘winnowed’ or removed from 
the bean, leaving you with the nib, 
or the heart of the dried, roasted bean. 
You still with me? Good, because the 
journey is nowhere near its end. 

The precious nibs are milled, 
turned to liquid cocoa mass, or 
chocolate liquor, then processed 
into cocoa solids or cocoa butter. 

The liquor is blended with the butter 
to make different kinds of chocolates, 
and sugar and flavourings added. 

The ingredients are continually mixed 
and ground, conched (more mixing, 
heating, hassling and aerating to 
create luscious smoothness) and 
tempered, then moulded and cooled. 

London, as you probably guessed, is 
awash with temples to the cocoa bean. 
And despite my plebeian fondness 
for really rubbish, mass produced 
chocolate, I can appreciate, just about, 


the real thing. Melt (meltchocolates. 
com) is a Notting Hill favourite, and 
their Bar Number One is magnificent. 

L’Artisan du Chocolat 
(artisanduchocolat.com) takes huge 
pride in its Origin bars, from Vietnam, 
say, or Java. Once you move to 
the chocolatier’s name above the 
door, as in the case of Paul A Young 
(paulayoung.co.uk) and William 
Curley (williamcurley.co.uk), with 
branches in Camden, Soho, the 
City, Richmond and Pimlico, you’re 
moving into auteur territory. Young’s 
Marmite truffles have a wonderful 
umami depth. Curley is another master 
who, along with his wife Suzue, uses 
ingredients, from Szechuan pepper to 
Japanese black vinegar, to push the 
boundaries of his art. 

Then there are the likes of 
Paddington’s Cocomaya (cocomaya. 
com), Shoreditch’s Montezuma’s 
(montezumas.co.uk) and 
Piccadilly’s Maison Du Chocolat 
(lamaisonduchocolat.co.uk) who 
use global flavours and first class 
chocolate to tease and tantalise 
the taste buds. And Demarquette 
(demarquette.co.uk) in South 
Kensington does ganaches that bring a 
greedy tear to the eye. 

Then, of course, there’s always the 
local newsagent, where an endless 
supply of Dairy Milk, Fruit and Nut 
and Galaxy are freely available at any 
time of day or night. My tastes may err 
towards the cheap and dreary, but the 
capital’s offering is anything but. } 
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Currying favour 

Whether you're the korma, tikka or vindaloo type, most of us love a 
curry. Living South visits three of the area's popular Indian restaurants 


# ust what is it about a good curry and a beer that 
w leaves us weak at the knees? Is it the spices, that 
" chilli kick, the creamy sauces, those slow-cooked 
meats? Whatever it is, we’ve certainly made Indian 
food our own; the korma, tikka masala and - heaven 
help us, the vindaloo - were all invented on British 
shores to suit our quirky tastes. (In fact, many Indian 
chefs deplore the word curry, since it simply doesn’t 
do the varied cuisine justice.) 

Here in south east London our cup runneth over 
with great Indian restaurants, each with their own 
specialities, cooking methods and influences. 

Here, we pick three different restaurants across 
three different postcodes that offer up something 
a bit special... 

Chandni 

Contemporary cuisine for the discerning 
Dulwich diner

Chandni is named after a Hindi film released in 1989 
- one of the most successful films of Indian cinema. 
That’s why you’ll find flat-screen TVs mounted on the 
wall showing some of the best Bollywood has to offer. 


A large restaurant with space for big parties, kitted out 
with smart, cool-yet-comfortable modern furnishings. 
The restaurant opened six years ago, the brain child 
of Mr Hoq, who met his current head chef of 25 years’ 
experience, Soidur Rahman, while they both worked 
at the Taj Mahal in Streatham. News journalist 
and local resident Huw Edwards is a regular here 

- he always orders one of the chef’s specials. 

The chicken tikka masala, listed as an ‘all-time 

favourite’, is probably the most requested dish on the 
menu. “Most people like a chicken tikka masala or 
a korma,” says Rahman, “but they might want it a bit 
different - I’ll make it however you like it.” 

What's on the menu? 

Fresh and contemporary: Shatkora chicken 

- cooked in medium spice and a sour sauce, given 
a light lift with Bangladeshi citrus fruits (can also be 
prepared with lamb). 

Traditional: Achari gost - lamb cooked in hot spices 
and a sour sauce with pickle. This aromatic and 
flavorful curry can also be prepared with chicken. 
Signature dish: Taba gost lahory - lean lamb 
marinated in spices overnight for real flavour before 
cooking in the tandoor with onion, tomatoes and 
pepper. Served sizzling.

“West End dining at local prices, " Harden's 

119 Brockley Rise SE23 1JP; 020 8291 2400 

Chef Praveen Kumar Gupta has been with Babur 
since its relaunch in December 2006. Previously at 
the Oberoi Rajvilas Hotel in Jaipur, Rajasthan, Gupta 
describes his cooking as authentic Indian with a twist 
in the taste. And that’s some twist - you’ll find dishes 
on the menu like tamarind-glazed quail breast and 
kokum curry. Just where does one come up with 
such concepts? 

“Inspiration comes from local ingredients - that’s 
the most important thing. Chefs need a sixth sense. 
Our customers are looking for something different 
rather than having the same curries over and over.” 

That’s the tikka masala out, then. In fact, curry and 
a beer need not apply here: Rupam Talukdar, head 
barman and wine champion, has been with Babur 
for four years, offering sophisticated wine matches for 
each dish. Take the Currytini, for example - Bombay 
Sapphire gin and dry Cinzano with lime cordial, curry 
leaves and fresh green chilli. Do try it, it’s fantastic. 

What's on the menu? 

Starter: Garlic and chilli scallops with green pea 
puree. The sweet taste of the puree and hint of 
mustard oil makes a perfect combination with the 
chilli and garlic of the sweet, grilled scallops. 

Main: Choose a new a la carte item like the steamed 
shoulder of lamb with beetroot khichdi. The slow 
marination with the spices gives a tasty kick. 
Signature dish: Laverstoke Park buffalo lal mas. 
Gupta learned this style of flavouring kebabs 
by smoking cloves in Jaipur. 


Dulwich Tandoori 

That old favourite that continues to innovate

Dulwich Tandoori has been in the area since 1982 
and you’ll always find a friendly face here nestled 
in the cosy, traditional surrounds. Head chef Nural 
Hoque has been with Dulwich Tandoori almost 
10 years after being trained by and taking over from 
his father, who is now a consultant chef. 

“Our core dishes are traditional Indian dishes,” 
says Hoque, “and we make our own garam masala, 
using the method and ingredients we have used for 
40 years. But we do have a number of dishes with a 
contemporary twist. Last year we introduced venison, 
which proved very popular, and recently a fabulous 
entree of spiced chicken liver on fried bread.” 

Dulwich Tandoori turns 30 this year, and while 
many restaurants - in all guises - have come and 
gone, this one has remained. How does it stay ahead 
of the competition? “It’s about focusing on what we do 
best and sticking to that,” says Hoque. “Being creative 
and innovative is encouraged.” 

What's on the menu? 

New and unusual: Batak duck - breast of duck 
marinated in a very light spice, delicately barbequed, 
garnished with a creamy garlic sauce. 

Most authentic: Chicken curry on the bone - known 
as the ‘staff curry’ this dish was added to the menu 
when a regular customer noticed the staff eating 
it and wanted to try it. 

Best seller: Tandoori garlic chicken chilli masala 
- with 16 spices this has “everything you need 
in a curry!” }

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Ceri Wade goes spring fresh with a recipe for lean, healthy seared sesame tuna 


m m re:

resh tuna is such a world away 
from the pre-cooked meat you 
find in cans it can be hard to 
comprehend the two hail from the 
same fish. Whole underrated, too. 

The flesh is a purpley-red and also 
pretty robust and meaty. It is delicious, 
versatile and one of my favourite fish 
dishes - one of the joys of this fish is 
that you can eat it rare, or even raw. 


I have totally fallen in love with 
Japanese food recently, particularly 
sashimi, which is raw fish prepared 
Japanese-style, and I came up with 
this seared sesame tuna recipe based 
on this. The result is a delicious, fresh 
citrus fish dish that is perfect for spring 
and a great introduction to anyone 
who hasn’t had fresh tuna before. 

Here’s a tip: you need your tuna to be 
as fresh as possible, so it’s best to buy 
it from a fishmonger on the day you 
are planning to make it. Raw tuna is 
completely safe to eat, but the fresher 
the better for taste and texture. 

You want your fish to also be well 
sourced, too. We have the totally 
wonderful Moxon’s nearby on 
Lordship Lane, which is great for both 
freshness and ethics. 

Ingredients 
(serves 2 as a starter) 

• 1 very lean tuna steak, thick cut, 
marinated in 2 tbsp soy sauce mixed 
with 1 tbsp runny honey for 10mins 

(if you want to buy a larger cut of tuna, 
I’d recommend more toward the tail 
end as it’s easier to manage). 

• 1/3 cucumber, seeded and cut 
into strips 


• 4 spring onions shredded 
lengthways 

• A handful of coriander leaves 

• A few salad leaves 

• 2 tbsp sesame seeds, toasted 



For the dipping sauce 

• 2 tbsp soy sauce 

• 1 tbsp sesame oil 

• 1 lime, juiced, lime zest 

• 1 red chilli, finely chopped 

Note: You can also do this as a main 
and buy one steak each, served with 
sticky rice or noodles. If you feel a bit 
nervous of rare fish, you can always 
cook for longer, just make sure the 
pan is a little cooler so the outside 
doesn’t burn (2-3mins each side 
should do the trick). 

Method 

1. Toss together the spring onion, 
coriander and cucumber and get 
them ready on a plate. 

2. Sear the tuna in a very hot pan 
for 20 seconds each side then roll 
in sesame seeds and leave for 

5 minutes. I used a griddle pan for 
this, but a large frying pan is fine. 

3. Slice the steak into strips. 

4. Serve on a pile of leaves with small 
dishes of dipping sauce. I also made 
a quick dressing for the spring 
onion, coriander and cucumber 
garnish - add 2tbsp olive oil, Itbsp 
sesame oil, Itsp honey, juice and 
zest of 1 small lime into an empty 
jam jar; season; give it a good shake 
and pour over salad to taste.

O ut of all the Caribbean islands, St Lucia fits 
somewhere in the middle of the ‘familiar’ 
scale. It may not be as obvious a choice 
as Barbados, Jamaica or the Dominican Republic, 
but still boasts the signature dreamy beaches, warm 
welcome and tourist-friendly activities that have 
become synonymous with a break to this part of the 
world. However, there’s so much more to explore in 
this lush, rainforest-covered destination, which is the 
most mountainous of the Caribbean islands. Sure, 
honeymoon-esque luxury abounds, but if you spend 
all your time lying on a beach, you’ll be missing out. 

The island’s skyline is dominated by The Pitons, 
two mountains covered with verdant foliage that jet 
out of the sea to form the country’s most recognisable 
vista. Aside from traversing the challenging territory 
of Grand Piton (the larger of the two), there are many 
more guided walks and rainforest trails on offer 
around the island for active travellers. Choose your 
route wisely (with the aid of a local guide) and you 
might come across an old plantation - complete with 
vine-strewn remains of colonial houses - or a pretty 
and secluded secret sandy beach. 

For the really adventurous, there’s zip lining 


available in the rainforest, which provides 
a privileged tree-top view of the plants and 
waterfalls below (if you can open your eyes!). 

Don’t leave without a trip to the ‘drive-in’ volcano 
near Soufriere either (don’t panic, the last eruption 
was in the 1700s). Although the strong smell of 
sulphur in the air isn’t for the faint hearted, the smoky 
wonder of the island’s only live volcano is most 
certainly worthy of a visit. 

You can further explore St Lucia’s natural beauty 
at the Diamond Falls Botanical Gardens, six acres 
of vegetation, tropical flowers and general loveliness. 
Take a dip in the mineral baths (located at the centre 
of the gardens), which, legend has it, have anti-ageing 
properties, and make sure you seek out the waterfall 
for a great photo opportunity. 

It doesn’t all happen on land though - boat trips 
are a fun way to get the best island views. A sunset 
cruise aboard a yacht, or gentle meander around 
the shore offer views that you wouldn’t otherwise 
see. Sights under the water are worth seeking out too 
- whether you’re a seasoned scuba diver or more of 
a snorkeler, you’ll get a glimpse of gorgeous marine 
life the second you dip your head under.

A destination as special as St Lucia requires 
somewhere special to stay. So say hello to Jade 
Mountain, one of the island’s premier resorts, and 
a location so idyllic, you’ll have to pinch yourself 
to make sure that it’s real. 

Located on a cliff face above the Anse Chastent resort, 
Jade is at the top of the island’s accommodation scale 
both geographically and in reputation.

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Is your drinking arm crying out for Guinness? Experience two very 
different sides of our Irish neighbour, suggests Catherine McCabe 


u someone had told me 10 years ago that Ireland was 
becoming a ‘foodie destination,’ I would have taken a 
mouthful of my bland beef stew and laughed in their 
face. But now, I have returned from my motherland 
filled with pride at how far my country has climbed 
on the culinary ladder. 

On arrival to Dublin’s five star hotel, The Merrion, 
we were welcomed to a Tudor-sized portion of 
seafood: Galway oysters, lobster, and scallops 
with a slither of Irish black pudding. The hotel’s 
executive chef Ed Cooney, a robust Cork man with 
an unparalleled passion for local produce, talked the 
table through the history of every morsel on the plate. 
Clearly, we’ve come a long way from potato farls 
and dry pasta salad. 

Surrounded by some of the city’s best bars, 
there are countless reasons to visit The Merrion. 

It’s not so much a hotel as the Irish equivalent 
of Tate Britain, boasting an unrivalled selection 
of 19th and 20th century Irish art. But the only 
way to really experience the collection is to devour 
it: their luxurious Georgian Drawing Rooms offer ‘Art 
Afternoon Tea,’ with artisan cake designs from pastry 
chef Paul Kelly, inspired by their various paintings. If 
you can bring yourself to cast off your Merrion robe 
and explore the city, defy expectation and try Temple 
Bar in broad daylight. Here on a Sunday morning, 
the who’s who of the Irish food industry come to 
life offering fresh bread, hot cider and organic 
cheeses to cure a weary whiskey head. If you haven’t 
gorged on Cashel Blue, leave some room for lunch 
at Patrick Guilbaud’s, Ireland’s only two-Michelin 
starred restaurant, just next door to The Merrion. At 
Guilbaud’s, the dishes are served by a synchronised 
rising of the cloche, bouches are amused before 
each meal, and palettes cleansed in between. 

Just like The Merrion, it is somehow unostentatious, 
yet utterly stylish. 



Going to the country 

In Cong Co. Mayo, Ashford Castle offers a whole 
new way to experience the west of Ireland. Built 
by the Normans in the 13th century, the plush hotel 
was once owned by the Guinness family, before they 
sold it to the Irish government for a pittance in the 
1930s. The area is best known as the film set for The 
Quiet Man , and if you spend some time with the older 
locals, they’ll tell you a few tales of their encounters 
with John Wayne. 

For the gourmands among you, local fishmonger 
Graham Roberts supplies the world’s best, most 
lovingly produced smoke salmon for the Ashford 
menu. Don’t leave the grounds without a visit to 
the falconry school, where you can fly a bird of prey 
in the castle’s forest. By the end, your Irish eyes will 
be filled with tears on the drive to Knock Airport.

# raditionally Porsche purists have overlooked 
m the firm’s 911 Cabriolet model as, in their eyes, it 
never offered the same level of performance as 
the tin-top version. It was, for some, a car to 
be seen in rather than one you drove hard for 
the hell of it. 

This latest model, the 991 in Porsche parlance, 
promises to be a different and better beast. Like 
the recently launched coupe, this convertible 
has been completely overhauled in a bid to improve 
refinement, performance and economy 
in equal measure. 

Visually this 911 is a fraction longer than the 
old ‘997’ model, with the car’s on-road manners 
benefiting the most. More stable at speed, this 911 
now straddles the line between outright performance 
car and Grand Tourer. A wider front track continues 
this theme, while a weight loss programme has 
resulted in a useful reduction in mass to further 
improve the car’s agility on the road. 

Porsche’s infamous six-cylinder ‘boxer’ engine has 
both gained more power and become more efficient. 
Like the new coupe, the lead-in engine 
for the Cabriolet has been downsized from 3.6 to 3.4- 
litres, while the ‘S’ specification unit remains 
at 3.8-litres. Power is up to 345 and 395 horsepower 
respectively, while fuel consumption is down 
11 and 15 percent. 

For many, though, the real focus of attention will 
be the car’s roof. 1982 saw the first iteration of the 
911 Cabriolet, and its basic roof served a purpose but 
wasn’t exactly pretty. Today it’s a different matter as 
this 91 l’s powered roof can be operated on the move 
up to 31mph with the press of a button, and stows 
flush behind the cabin in 13 seconds. 


Only one question remains: does this all work 
on the road? The simple answer is yes, as the 
various improvements - roof, engines, transmission, 
suspension - all work to create an incredibly refined 
yet useable and, in the right conditions, devastatingly 
quick drop-top sports car. 

With the 3.4 Carrera proving to be all the sports 
car you’ll probably ever need thanks to its flexible 
engine, compliant ride and willingness to entertain, 
the 3.8-litre Carrera S could be viewed as the 
decadent choice. That said, the extra torque 
(3251b/ft against 2951b/ft) is nice to have, and 
the engine note is deeper and more urgent in 
tone than the sweeter-sounding 3.4 lump. 

In short, the new 911 Cabriolet offers the best 
of both worlds: genuine top-down high performance 
motoring with no compromise. The beauty of this car 
is it’ll let you cruise, rip up the Tarmac and everything 
in between with roofless efficiency. }

Diana Thompson explains that your child 
is never too old to enjoy a good story

Icture this: a child with a bewildered expression, 
maybe your child, is sitting at school attempting 
to write sentences showing the correct use of 
given connectives. Next she has to write a story using 
adverbial clauses, and other requirements. She is 
struggling. And why? This child has rarely, if ever, 
enjoyed a bedtime (or any other time) story, nor 
developed a love of books. 

A child learns to speak by listening and mimicking 
those around her. Similarly, she acquires a love of 
books, learns to write expressively and understands 
the exciting possibilities of our language through 
a wide experience of both reading and listening to 
literature. Without this experience, the main language 
absorbed is the day-to day chatter as used by her 
family, friends, and TV. 

Now picture another child in the class, who at 
ten-years-old still enjoys the nightly stories that have 
been his delight since babyhood. Now that he is a 
good reader, the stories read to him are a little more 
advanced than the books he reads to himself. 

This happy ritual has sent a ‘pleasure message’ 
to his brain, a kind of commercial, conditioning 
him to associate books with pleasure. 

The literacy exercises are no problem to him 
because he has by now absorbed so many different 
styles of written language that the grammatical rules 
he is taught at school make sense. This boy cannot 
wait to start writing the story that is already forming 
in his mind. 

As a literacy tutor, I am often asked to help 


children having difficulties with writing tasks. Their 
parents make superhuman efforts to organise tuition 
whilst forgetting the one activity that is free and 
pleasurable: reading a bedtime story every evening. 

Last week a new parent came for her ten-year-old 
son’s second lesson after a similar conversation the 
previous week. Her face was shining. “I’ve been 
reading to the children every night this week,” 
she said, “and it has been absolutely wonderful. 
They already go and wait for me on our special 
reading cushion. I had no idea it would be such 
a joy for us all”. 

As Roald Dahl wrote: 

“So please, oh PLEASE, we beg, we pray, 

Go throw your TV set away, 

And in its place you can install 
A lovely bookshelf on the wall. ” 

To which I would add: 

Reach for a book, (this cannot fail), 

And read your child a bedtime tale. 

For if you read one every night 
He’ll be happy, confident and bright. ” 

Happy story-times to you all! }
